We do not sse ho'w Mr. Sweeny can remain 
abroad and avoid the action thus brought 
against him "without surrendering every claim 
that he ever has possessed to the re.spcct of 
his feUow citizens. 
Ever since the full of Tnmmany Hall there 
Las been a disposition to believe that J*eter B. 
Sweeny had been the victim of circumstances 
which ho aimed to control, but which in time 
rontroUcd him. 
It was argued that he ■was

A dimocratio at*uck on a recent 
opinion of Attorney Gouerol Ficrropont, in 
which anathemas are hurled against that 
officer for not asserting the immnnity of a 
young Gorman bom in the United States 
from military service in Germany, where ho 
has resided since he was four years of age, is 
the occasion of this frantio dimnnciation. 
Judge Picrropont has decided a question of 
law in evident accordance with the analogies 
of law, and until his reasoning can bo roíutód 
by more cogent arguments than have yet ap­ 
peared there is no warrant for “olorm" ond 
<‘indignation** at Mr. Pierrepont’s oUeged 
“cringing,” nor for the spaamodio language 
of his democratic assailants. 
The facts out of -whioh this case has arisen 
are that a German. Steiukauler by name, was 
naturalized as a citizen of the United States in 
1854, and had a son bom In the foUowing 
year. When the son was four years of age 
Steinkauler returned with his family to Ger­ 
many, where they have rosidod o'ver-since. 
The son, still a minor, has been required by 
the German authorities to report for military 
duty. The father protests, on the ground that 
the son is a native born citizen of the Unltpd 
States. Bopresentations are made to onr Min­ 
ister at Berlin, who refers the question to 
Secretary Fish for instmctions, and the latter 
asks the opinion of tbe Attorney General as to 
whether it is the duty of our government to 
protect young Steinkauler against mUitary 
service in Germany. Attorney General Pierre- 
pont gives it as his opinion üiat ow govern­ 
ment is under no snch obhgaticmbi view of 
all the circumstances of the case. 
The ground on which this opinion is 
assailed is so obviouuly 
untenable that 
it wiU not boar a 
moment’s 
examiniv- 
tion. 
It 
rests 
on 
the 
assump­ 
tion that a person born in one cotintry 
cannot legally be compelled to render military 
service in another. Our government could 
not assert such a doclrine without stultifying 
iUielf uud prooUiiuing that it was a whulesalo 
violation of international law dnring the late 
civil war. 
Our conscription laws operated 
upon hundreds of thousands of young men of 
foreign birth, who had never by any act of 
their own sund* red their foreign allegiance. 
They were born in Ireland or Germany, as 
young Steinkauler "was bora in America ; 
but we never hesitated to conscript them into 
our armies, and we should not have tolerated 
the interference of foreign governments to 
prevent it 
The ground on which we con­ 
scripted those foreign born youth iuto our niiU- 
tary service was the provision of our own laws 
that the minor children of naturalized foreign­ 
ers became citizens by the naturalization of 
their father, and we should assert onr right 
to impress them into our military service 
against the whole world if other govomments 
should be foolish enough to protest and inter­ 
fere. 
The principle which underlies the Ameri­ 
can statute on this subject is that the nation­ 
ality of minor cliildren follows that of the 
father. 
After having practically asserted this 
principle for more than seventy years in our 
legiBlationit ■would be a flagrant absurdity for 
us to impugn it when exorcised by another 
govoramcnt 
It is to be presumed that the 
German authorities are mcrtly 
enforcing 
German laws, and if those laws. Uke onrs, 
make the nationality of minor chUdron foUow 
that of the father, the case is too clear for 
rational controveray.
